place. A touch of the medieval is 
also seen in the heads of Roman sol- 
diers topping the tower.

New Fruit Pest 


Found in Los 


Angeles County 


A weevil of European origin, but 


new to the North American contin- 
ent, technically known as brachy- 
rhiaus cribrico'ilis-gyll, has recently 
made its appearance in Los Angeles 
county, according to Harold J. Ryan, 
county 
agricultural commissioner. 


The determination was made possi- 
ble by Dr. E. C. VanDykc, entomolo- 
gist, University of California, from 
material collected by Arthur Toyne, 
county agricultural inspector, and 
submitted to him for that purpose. 


Mr. Ryan states that while the 


discovery of the insect has only been 
recent, the fact that the adults do 
not fly, and that additional speci- 
mens have been received from as 
far north us San Fernando and thru- 
out the Pasadena area and south to 
Montebello, indicate that it has been 
present for several seasons, at least. 


Its 
occurrence is considered of 


sufficient importance to warrant the 
carrying out of a careful survey to 
determine as closely as possible the 
actual infested area before attempt- 
ing control measures. The survey is 
already under way by the state de- 
partment of agriculture, with Stew- 
ard Lockwood, depaH-uent entomol- 
ogist, in charge. 
Two types of injury are charge- 


able to this weevil. The larvae at- 
tack particularly the line hair roots 
of a wide range of host plants, iii- 
cludiug particularly deciduous fruits 
and citrus. Th>' adults feed above

Insectary to 


Built at Rivera 


Plans are progressing rapidly for 


the construction of- the first unit of 
new, permanent insectary buildings 
for the Los Angeles county insec- 
tary. According H. M. Armitsgc, 
deputy agricultural commissioner in 
charge, tw,o acres of land have been 
purchased by the county, located on 
the north side of Main street, and 
just east, of San Gabriel boulevard, 
in Rivera, as a site for the building. 


The building will comprise 24 pro- 


duction rooms of 150,000 cryptolae- 
nlus capacity each, together with the 
necessary 
offices 
and 
laboratory 


space. All of the latest features in 
insectary construction, as well as 
many new ideas, are being incor- 
porated in the building which, when 
completed, will stand as one of the 
best equipped inscctaries in the 
country.

The present unit will replace the 


one destroyed by fire in Rivera last 
March. The Downey unit will be 
continued in operation ' for another 
year. If by that time the newly- 
introduced mealybug parasites have 
not materially changed the status 
of the cryptolaemus requirements, 
steps will be taken which will per- 
mit the concentration of all the 
cryptolaemus work at Eivera.

Officials 
Will Use 


New Penalty Code 


(From Cardinal and White) 


In order that grid fans will have 


more chance in the future to know 
the -reason for the various penalties 
inflicted upon the teams, and less 
reason to think that umpires are 
blind or otherwise incompetent, a 
series of signals made with the arms 
and hands, called the penalty code, 
lias been instituted, and will be in 
use by officials this season. 


The right hand extended upward, 


with the first two fingers opened, 
indicates a "safety." 


Pointing directly at the offender 


will designate an "off-side." 


A "dead ball" will be shown by 


raising the right arm above the head, 
palm forward. 


"Holding" is pointed out by ex- 


tending both arms shoulder high, and 
grasping the left wrist with the 
right hand. 


The right arm extended to the side 


and upward, with the fist clenched, 
will indicate "clipping" or "rough- 
ing." 


An "incomplete pass" will be des- 


ignated by crossing the arms before 
the body, with the palms down. 


Raising both arms above the head, 


palms forward, will show a "touch- 
down," and, with the wrists crossed, 
a "touchback." 


The right arm in saluting position 


indicates a "penalty deadlined." 


"A foul on both sides" is pointed 


out by raising both arms over the 
head, with finger tips touching and 
palms down. 


Both arms extended forward, fin- 


gers pointing to the sky, indicates 
"interference."'.

Irrigation Law 


in California Is 
Sound, Workable 


The essential principles of the 


California irrigation district law are 
sound and workable; state adminis- 
trative control of irrigation district 
organization and financing, as evolv- 
ed in California during the last two 
decades, is stabilizing irrigation de- 
velopment in the state. This is the 
conclusion reached by Frank Adams, 
professor of irrigation investigations 
and practice, in the -report of his 
studies of irrigation districts in Cali- 
fornia, made for the state depart- 
ment of public works. 


'•'The underlying principles of the 


California irrigation district act are 
the same as those of the original 
Wright act of 1887," says Professor 
Adams, "but the procedure in or- 
ganization, financing and manage- 
ment has been so changed and am- 
plified that the present and the for- 
mer acts are really no longer com- 
parable. Altho owing much of both 
its form and its substance to the 
original act of 1887 and to the revis- 
ed act of 1897, the present Califor- 
nia irrigation district act, in its 
practical working details and in its 
provision for state control, reflects 
far more the experience of the last 
twenty years." 


"No irrigation district can afford 


to lay Out its irrigation system or 
construct its work without the ad- 
vice of a professional engineer in 
each important phase of the work 
to be undertaken," says Professor^ 
Adams in continuing his conclusions.' 
"This is true not only of the main 
construction, but also of the less im- 
portant engineering features, and 
the agricultural economic problems 
involved. 


"Irrigation district primarily pro- 


moted by others than the owners of 
;he lands to be directly benefited, re- 
quire special scrutiny at the hands 
of the reviewing authorities. It is 
not important who initiates an irri- 
gation district project, but it is im- 
portant that the landowners within 
the proposed enterprise shall from 
the beginning exercise guiding con- 
trol in its organization and develop- 
ment."

A new set of rules which should 


make some important changes in the 
fortunes of the various football 
teams this season has been passed 
by the football commission, and is 
now in effect. 


Instead of the rule which stated 


:hat in any kick, except a kick-oft',, 
the ball which went out of bounds 
before it was declared dead should 
belong to the opponents at the point 
at which it went out, a new ruling 
gives the ball to the receiving team 
at the point where it crosses the 
line. 


A new fumble rule was also passed, 


or rather, an amendment to three 
previous rulings. A fumbled ball now 
belongs1 to the side which recovers 
first, but the ball is dead when a 
backward pass or fumble strikes the 
ground and is recovered by a player 
of either side. This eliminates the 
possibility of various 
sensational 


touchdowns made by players who 
scroop up fumbles and dash for., the 
goal-posts.

backward pass, if the ball struck 
the ground, it was dead and coi'lc 
not be advanced by either side, the 
ball is now free, and may be ad 
vanced by the team which has it 
but not by the opponents.

White Vehicles 


Provisions of the new motor vehi- 


cle act requiring the painting in dis- 
tinctive colors of automobiles used 
by officers for patrol work on the 
public highways will not be inter- 
preted to apply to any automobile 
owned by a municipality or other 
political subdivision, except where 
such automobile is engaged exclu- 
sively in the enforcement' of the 
motor vehicle act. 


This was the declaration of Eu- 


gene W. Biscailuz, superintendent 
of the California highway patrol, 
who said £. misunderstanding of the 
law apparently existed in the minds 
of many California municipal offi- 
cials. 


"It is not our understanding that 


the intent of the law is to require 
automobiles used by officers for gen- 
eral crime work, such as running 
down criminals, 'shotgun' squads, 
etc., to be painted in distinctive 
colors," said 
the 
superintendent. 


"As we understand and interpret 
it, only cars used entirely for high- 
way patroling and traffic law en- 
forcement must be. painted." • 


Biscailuz announced that the Cali- 


fornia highway patrol would eon- 
form . to the law by painting all 
automobiles used by its members 
with snow white paint. A red star 
with the words "California High- 
way Patrol" will be painted on 
either sme of the car. 


Altho the law actually requires 


only that automobiles so used be 
painted, Biscailuz announced that all 
Motorcycles used by the patrol would 
be painted white also for the sake 
of uniformity and appearance. 


"If 
you watch your step and 


obey the lew, you've nothing to 
fear from the white cars," said the 
patrol superintendent. 


"They'll be on the road to pro- 


tect and not to harass you."

A City in a Pocket— 


Covina was so named because it lay in a cove in the hills. 


Whether or not it was a happy choice of names is a disputed 
point with many citizens, but there is no question but that 
the name is apt and fitting, and that's a fact. It lies in a cove, 
or pocket, and it seems to be the desire of its citizens to re- 
main in a pocket, so far as highways are concerned. 


Attempts to get a thru road into the city either east and 


west or north and south have come to nothing. Years of talk 
and some effort have arrived nowhere. If drops of water will 
wear away a stone, perhaps years of effort will bring about 
a relief from the blind pocket condition that this community 
suffers. 


There are dozens of communities in southern California 


that have grown from nothing to very large and thriving Com- 
munities in the past ten years, and the reason is always ap- 
parent. They were located on a main travelled boulevard, 
or near it, or near several such boulevards. Thousands of 
people pass thru them every day. The name of the city is 
publicized by this travel. 


It is not strange that the citizens of Covina city and val- 


ley become discouraged in attempting to get roads thru. 
There has been determined and implacable opposition, and 
thus far this opposition has been successful. As long as such 
opposition continues to be successful, the community will 
fail to expand. It may be that there is not a whole-hearted 
desire for expansion. If that is true, then the present condi- 
tions are ideal, and everyone should cease to worry. It never- 
theless is a fact that if we actually desire thru boulevards 
we can get them. If we don't get them we certainly are not 
going to need them. 


Los Angeles County Fair— 


The county fair at Pomona has grown from a very small 


beginning to become the greatest'fair of the southwest. It 
has come to be a spectacle attracting the attention of the 
entire state. And what it .vas last year is nothing in com- 
parison with what it will be in a few years. 


It is not surprising that a great fair can be successfully 


operated in this county. The wonder of it is that a county 
fair on a big scale should have been so late in starting. For 
this is the richest agricultural county in the United States. 
It grows more fruit than any other county.. It raises more 
cattle and produces more milk than a half dozen of the so- 
called "cow counties." It produces the mos.tf .perfect flowers, 
and is the ideal place of all places for the successful raising 
of chickens, rabbits and small animals. The soil is producing 
the year around. It is not difficult to find the material for a 
county fair. 


President C. P.- Curran and C. B. Afflerbaugh, the man- 


ager of this great show, as well as the hundreds of Pomona 
valley citizens who worked day and night to make it a suc- 
cesss, are all deserving of the heartiest thanks. We are gen- 
uinely grateful to them. But it has remained for the board 
of supervisors of the county to take hold along with the pio- 
neers and furnish the money that has made possible the big 
expansion. Many thousands of dollars have, been spent by 
the county on this fair, and it has been money well spent. 
Next year the fair will be housed in new buildings built by 
the county, and a double-decked grand stand is now planned. 


Pomona has made a distinctive name for herself with this 


fair. That city deserves most of the credit, and it is to be 
hoped that every possible cooperation will be given to that 
city and to the fair managers next year and in the years to 
come. 


Improving the Soil— 


The subject of soil improvement for the more economical 


production of vegetables has held the interest of farmers for 
many years. The agricultural extension service has held 
many meetings on this topic and it has generally been agreed 
that intelligent fertilization is necessary. 


Numerous field trials have been carried on by Assistant 


Farm Adviser F. H. Ernst during the past eight years in Los 
Angeles county. Fertilizing materials of all kinds have been 
used. Simple fertilizers like ammonium sulphate or fish meal 
have been applied in comparison with comparable applica- 
tions of complete fertilizers. All of the tests to date have 
shown first of all the primary importance of organic matter 
of a decomposable character. Organic matter may be Supplied 
in various ways, as by growing cover crops, barnyard ma- 
nures, bean straw, or low grade alfalfa hay. Organic matter 
serves as a source of bacterial activity. It determines to a 
large extent the level of availability of the mineral elements 
which may be used by a plant for food. 


For example, the availability of potash in the soil depends 


far more on the organic matter of the soil than on the applica- 
tion of additional potash materials. One ton of bean straw 
might far more easily make more plant food available than 
would be the case by adding one ton of plant food in mineral 
form.

of a large gray native ant which i.s 
particularly active in protecting the 
mealybug from its insect
